AN EDITORIAL 

ENGINEERING ISSUE 

|T is a very cu.sy thing to criiicixe and condemn, bul to supply really constructive crit- 
irisni. and to follow up condemnation with the application of corrective measures is 
an altogether different matter, it is also a wall-known fact, that those least leady and 
able to put their ideas into effect are the first lo censure any undertaking. We at McGill 
arc no exception; and one of the most constant targets forrour unthinkinK criticism is 
(he Daily. This orj^anizution is never discussed without someone raising their voice in 
vigourottK disapproval. And yet, how many of those students, who are so eager lo deride 
have ever .submitted their ideas to the Daily Staff? Better still, how many have endeav- 
oured to obtain a position on that staff, in order that they themseh'es might be instru- 
mental in correcting those faults which they believe to exist? 

We have nearly all been guilty, at some time or other, of such non-constructive crit- 
icism, and wc believe that it was with the idea of doing away with this attitude, that the 
Editons issued their general invitation. Thi; request might have been interpreted as 
meaning "Come and see if you can do any bztter." Perhaps that is what was meant. 
However, whether their motive was to give the general student body an opportunity of 
giving voice to their own opinions, or whether it was intended a.s a challenge, it should 
serve to silence a great deal of opposition. 

We Engineers have always been ready lo criticice the Daily, mainly because of the 
fac that it gives so little publicity, to our Faiculty. In most case.s. however, there have 
been very good' reasons for our absence from the limelight. Since we have only two 
representatives on the Staff it is natural that other Faculties should receive more atten- 
tion from their own representatives. This issue of the Daily has been written by a group 
of Engineering students selected by our Undergraduate Society. It is, in no way, intend- 
ed as a criticism of the present management. Our main reason for doing so was to give 
the Plumbers an opportunity to see what they could do. We feel that in doing so we can 
not only afford ourselves a great deal of amusement^ but can also help to dispel the idea 
that we are a "bunch of illiterate bums". At the same time, we offer a few sugges- 
tions that might, in some way. be of use to the regular Daily board. One feature we be- 
lieve to be especially worthy of attention. That is the confinement of articles to a single 
page, thus eliminating undue noise during the course of a lecture. 

The thought has occurred to us that the idea of a faculty issue might be carried fur- 
ther in future years. It would be quite possible to set aside one issue of the Daily for 
every faculty- making that issue deal only with articles pertaining to it, as ve have done 
in thi.s edition. This would not only create a great deal more interest in the paper, but 
would provide an interesting competition between the various branches of the University. 
Furthermore, it is quite, likely that some Intent talent might be revealed, which would 
be of great assistance to the Editorial Board in their search for new material. At any 
rate, it would remove .some of the burden from the shoulders of an editor, already over- 
worked, who, we are .«ure, would be grateful for the opportunity to apply himself to his 
studies. ,.•.»- 

. We wjuld like to reiterate that we are not censuring the present staff in any way. 
In whatever spirit our efforts are received, we have done our best, and enjoyed ourselves 
thoroughly.
